NOTE: Applicant has amended claim 1 to recite specific types of wounds within the broader genus previously claimed 
which would require a new search and further considerations. Additionally, the amendments to claim 15 introduce new considerations 
under 35 USC 112, second parargraph , due to the recitation "adult C57B1/6", without the recitation of "mouse".. 

Continuation of 3. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Applicant's amendments, if entered, would overcome the 
objections to claims 2, 15, 17, 19, 25 and 27-30 by making these independent claims and the rejection of claim 24, by changing the claim 
to be dependent on an allowable claim..
